That  has  a link  to  the  press  release  that  went  out  today,  which  didn’t  discuss  the  location  of  the 
plume.  The  update  from  yesterday  (8/10),  also  on  this  website,  says; 


“Aerial  and  ground  reconnaissance  indicates  that  the  plume  associated  with  the  Gold  King  Mine 
release  has  dissipated  downstream,  and  there  is  no  leading  edge  of  contamination  visible  in 
downstream  sections  of  the  San  Juan  River  or  Lake  Powell.” 


I’ll  check  in  with  emergency  response  in  the  morning  and  hopefully  have  more  info  for  you  on 
your  Sam  call.  Please  let  me  know  if  that  timing  doesn’t  work  for  you  and  I can  try  to  get  more 
info  still  tonight.
